The Sunday sehool is not designed to supersede but to aid 
family instructions. It must be remembered always that re- 
ligious training in the family cannot be dispensed with. 
Parental obligations can no more be transferred than parental 
relations can be changed. But it may he assumed as a fact 
that those parents who are the most faithful in bringing up 
their children in the nurture and admoniti n of the Lord most 
gladly avail themselves of the aid furnished by Sunday school 
instruction. And, then, how many ungodly parents are to be 
found everywhere who are incompetent to give their children 
religious training, and who would not if they were competent. 
Are those children to be uncared for? No. Nor those whose 
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parents are dead. The sympathtfes- of all generous hearts are 
enlisted in behalf Of orphans. 

All children are suitable sabjects for’ the Suriday schools, 
Whether thei Parents are pious or ungodly or dead. 

Let all the children be gathered together on the Lord's 
day to receive religious training Superintendents and teach- 
ers of Sunday seh. ols must remember that Seriptural instruc. 
tion is the one thing to be kept in view, Literary instruction, 
Properly so-called. is given in week-day-schools. 

The impartatic y and reception of Scripture] knowledge are 
the distinguishing features of the Sunday school, We believe 
that great care should he exercised in the seleetion of ‘Sunday 
school libraries. 

Books inclucating ‘erroneous views must. be rejected and 
the literature provided for the children must be religious, and 
evangelical Sunday school teachers should make it a point to 
urge by personal appeal the claims of the Gospel on every 
scholar. And every such appeal, ought tosbe preceded by 
e uesh prayer to God for his blessings. For Without His 
faver no effort to do good will he successful. With His ap 
proving smiles no effort will he Unsuceéssful. We think it 
proper -to say a few words as to the relation of Sunday schools 
to the churches. Ovcinarily these sehools are formed by the 
churches, and are Permitted to use their houses of Worship, 
and we further believe they should be carried on under the 
general direction of the Churches and be held responsible 
thereto. A church should regard its Sunday school as one of 
the agencies by which to meet its obligations to turn the rising 
generation in the fear of Giod, and when this is the case the 
chureh is really at work in the Sunday school. 

It wonld be a happy circumstance if facts would authorize 
this definition of a Sunday schoot: A church actively at work 
on the Lord's day for good of the children. 

The classes in the schoo] should be composed not simply of 
children. but also of the grown up people in the neighborhood. 
grandfathers and grandmothers, fathers and mothers, and men 
and women. 

The school should he considered one 
ngs of the church, Pastors should Summons the entire people 
to assemble on the Lord's day, either as teachers or as pupils 
It should he considered as Strange for father and mothers to 
stay away from the Bible ¢]

This Association shall eleet a Moderator annually 
from ue themselves, whose duty it shall be to see that the 
Rules of Decorum are observed, and take the voice of the Asso- 
ciation on all questions brought before it. Also, a Clerk shall 
be elected, whose duty it shall be to take ecorreet minutes of 
the acts of the Assoeiation. 

Art. 8. No query shall be received for the consideration 

of the Association until the church presenting it shall have 
made an effort to answer it to her satisfaction and failed to 
do so. ' 
Art. 9. The Association shall have a fund for the support | 
of the same, and which shall be raised by voluntary contribu-_ 
tions of the.«hurches, sent by their delegates, which money 
shall be deposited in the hands of the Treasurer, elected by 
the Association, who shall be accountable to the Assoeiation 
for all money received by him as Treasurer, 

Art. 10. The Association shall, in all cases, be governed by 
a majority of the members present, except in the reeeption - 
and dismissal of churches, which shall be unanimous. 

Art. 11. The Association shall correspond with other Asso- 
ciations as:may be agreed on while in session. 

Art. 12 It shall be the duty oflie Association to appoint 
a minister to preach the Introductory Sermon, with an alter- 
nate, at each succeeding session; also time and, place for next 
Association. 

Art. 13. No charge will be received against any church in 
our Union only when established by a sister church; 

Art. 14. This Constitution may be altered or amended at 
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any time by two-thirds of the churches comprising this body, ;

My work in the Sunday Schools has not oe what it should have 
been. I have visited but few churches this year in direct interest of 
the Sunday Schools, however, not many times have I let an oppor- 
tunity pass without speaking to people whom I thought would be in- 
terested in the work of the Sunday Schools.

I have 
corresponded with some and talked with many in regard to the Sun- 
day School, and have found that there has been better attendance’ and 
interest taken than last year. 

I think great good has been accomplished in different ways. The 
membership has been drawn nearer together, knowledge has been 
gained, and the young have been benefited. The Sunday School Con- 
vention was a great success. It seemed to me that the glory of God 
was in it from the beginning to the end. I could read out from the * 
expresions on the faces of God’s people, great joy and happines« 
they were receiving from the excellent songs, recitations and essays 
that were being displayed before the people. ; 

The greatest evidence of all to me were those sweet expressions 
that came from the old soldiers for the Cross as their hearts were 
filled to overflowing with the love of God in their hearts. It made 
me to know that there is-something in practicing the examples that 
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are laid down in the books of all books. 
I know it is a source from which we can obtain a ‘storehouse of 


knowledege that wil! make the 


individual better, it will make the 


community better, it will make the county, state, and ration better, 
It is a guide we can go to daily for information. 

May God bless the Sunday Schools in trying to help. bring such 
conditions around should be the prayer of all Baptist People.

ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT 


We, the(United Baptist Church in the State of Mississippi, having 
been regularly dismissed by letter from the following Associations, 
viz: Aberdeen, Chickasaw and Bear Creek have united for the purpose 
of maintaining and keeping the Order and Rules of all Associations,” 
according to-the following plan: 

Article 1. This Association shall be composed of members chosen 
by the different churches in our ;Union, who, on producing letters from 
their respective churches, certifying their election shall be entitled to 
seats. | 
Article 2. The letters from the churches are to express number 

of white male and female members; timé of meeting; number of 

Baptists rceeived by letter; restored, dismissed by letter; excluded; 

died since last Association; th¢ name of pastor and post office. 

Atricle 3. The members thus chosen and convened shall be known 
as the Judson Association, who shall have no power to lord over 
God's heritage, or to infringe on any of the internal rights of the. 
churches of the Union but shall be an advisory council for the common. 
benefit of all the churches and the furtherance of the cause of our 
Redeemer. The Association shall have power to exclude any church 
from the Union, who may depart from any of the orthodox principles 
of the Gospel, either in faith or practice. (The fundamenat] principles 
we adopt and believe may be seen in our abstract.) 

Article 4. Every church in our Union may be entitled to three 
delegates and one additional delegate for every 100 members above 
100 or fraction’ thereof; should any neglect to present -herself, she 
shall state the reason in her next letter to the Association. 

Article 5. New churches may be admittted to this body who 
petition by letter and delegates. If found to be sound. in the faith and 
in good order the reception thereof to be manifested by the Moderator 

“giving the right hand. 
Article 6. This Association shall be governed by Rules of Decorum 
_ of their own adoption. 

Article 7. This Association shall elect a Moderator annually from 
among themselves, whose duty it shall be to see that the Rules of 
Decoruny are observed and take the voice of the Association on all 
questions brought before it. Also a Clerk shall be elected, Whose duty 
it shall be to take correct minutes of the acts of the Association. 

Atricle 8. No query shall be received for the consideration of the 
Association until the church presenting it shall have made an effort 
to answer it to her satisfaction ind failed to do so.. 

Article 9. The Association shall have a fund for the support of the 
same, and which shall be raised by voluntary contributions of the 
churches sent by their delegates, which money shall be deposited in 
the hands of the Treasurer, elected by the Association, who shall be 
accountable to the Association for all money received by him as 
Treasurer. 

Article 10. The Association shall, in all cases, be goverened by 
a majority of the members present except in the reception and dis- 
missal of churches, which shall be unanimous. 
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Article 11. The Association shall correspond with othe: 
tions as may be agreed on while in session. 

Article 12. It shall be the duty of the Association to appoint @ 
minister to preach the Introductory Sermon with an alt rnate, at 
each succeeding session;- also time and piace of next Association, 

Atricle 13. No charge will be received against any church in our 
Union only when established by a sister church. 

Article 14. This Constitution may be altered or amended at any 
time by two-thirds of the churches comprising this body. 

Article 15. Minutes to be read, adopted and: signed by the Mod- 
erator and Clerk before the Association finally adjourns.

No one shall speak more than once upon any subject 
until all who wish to speak shall have cm an opportunity} nor more 
than twice upon any subject without perthission.

Article 9. The names of members shall be called whenever Asso- 
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ciation shall direct and absentees marked. Any member wishing to 
retire shall obtain permission of the Moderator. 
Aftticle 10. The appellation of ‘Brother’ shall be used by members 
in addressing each other. 
Article 11. Any member violating the rules shall be subject to be
